Motion by Waite, second by Bronstad, to authorize the Chamber of Commerce to set up one-way 

traffic on Lakeview Drive between Wisconsin Avenue and the Beach during the Winter Fest. 

From 6:00 a.m. until 4:00 p.m. one way heading east on Lakeview and from 4:00 p.m. until 

approximately 5:00 p.m. heading west. Motion carried. 

 

Motion by Linton, second by Morley, adopting the 2010 fee schedule. Motion carried. 

 

Motion by Waite, second by Bronstad, approve the land division at 1224 Knapp Street as 

recommended by the Plan Commission with the stipulation that the Mayor signs the final survey 

map. Motion carried. 

 

Motion by Linton, second by Bronstad, to table decision on charging interest to TID 3 for the 

purchase of land at 698 Hwy SS. This matter will be discussed at the February council meeting. 

 

Motion by Linton, second by Waite, to approve the 2010 Emergency Operations Plan as 

submitted. Motion carried.
